Wind play ed havoc 
this morning 
w ith the foundry b uilding of Madden 
& Co., which is under course of con­ 
struction on the old Gem Mill site, 
b lowing down ab out thirty feet of the 
west wall. 
The b uilding is b eing con­ 
structed of tile b uilding b locks, and 
the west wall that b lew over had b een 
completed, b eing two stories in height. 
The wall fell shortly after seven 
o'clock and b ad it occurred a few m in­ 
utes later, a serious accident m ight 
have happened, resulting in the loss 
of life or serious injury to the several 
workmen, 
who were 
just 
making 
ready to b egin work, 
Another wall 
sagged in on account of the strong 
wind. 
There were a numb er of windows 
close together where the wail fell in, 
and this, it is thought, weakened the 
b uilding at that point. 
The accident 
w ill retard the work of completion 
soveral day s, b ut the work of reb uild­ 
ing w ill b egin Monday . 
The damage 
dono w i’l 
am ount to b etween $200 
and $300.

The w elfare of the Dem ocratic 
p arty is m ore im p ortant than my p er­ 
sonal Interests, and this is the para* 
m ou nt reason for my action in this 
and in all p ast step s taken by me in 
this controversy."

G eneral officers, from $12.69 to $9 .65 
a day; other officers, from $6.67 to 
$5,63 a day; general office clerks, from 
$2.41 to $1.9 3 a day; enginem en, from 
$4.10 to $3.84 a day; firemen, from 
$2.36 to $2.20 a day; condu ctors, from 
$3.37 to $3.33 a day; other trainm en 
from $2.33 to $2.26 a day; shopm en 
(other than carp enters and machin 
ists), from $1.9 0 to $1.86 a day; sec 
tion forem en, from $184 to $1.73 a 
day: sw itchm en, flagmen and w atch­ 
men. from $1.50 to $1.43 a day; tele­ 
grap h op erators and disp atchers, from 
$1.9 1 to $1.89 a day; all other em ­ 
ployes. from $1 9 0 to $1.70 a day.
